in response to your letter of December 20th, my 
only thought in calling the attention of Mr. James Speyer 
to the possibility of having the Mount Sinai Hospital medal 
Gast in the full size of the artist's model was that it 
would make a very appropriate bit of decoration for the In- 
@titution whose services were commemorated by it. 


Very often through an incomplete knowledge of the 
processes in making a modern meaal, the possibility of caste 
ing it in full size is not known. Jometiues the work is 
not of a quality to make its perpetuation in this form de- 
sirable, but the opposite case is so nobavly apparent in Yr. 
Weinmen's design that 1 ventured the sugsestion to Mr. Speyer 

' because it seemed to be regrettable that such an excellent 
composition should not have a permanenti’¥org in the large size. 


The pieces hung on the walls of the ituseum of the 
American Numismatic Society are framed im simple panels of 
wood and make exceedingly handsome units in our exhibition. 
My suggestion, however, had no thought of having this model 
cast for our Museum, although it is needless for me to say 
that we should be very much gratified in placing it ina posi- 
bs tion of honour had it been offered to us.
